The attempt fatled, but 
the rebels maintained a fusilade of muskKet- | 
ry fire on the fourth infantry regiment for 
several hours. ‘he demonstration was iIn- 
effectual beyond scaring the imhabitants of 
Malate. 

The outposts of the Idaho and California 
regiments beyond San Pedro Macati were 
also attacked during the night. 

Major General Lawton is still quartered at 
Balinag. 

-Detaiied reports of the work of Major 
General Lawton’s expedition show that 
harder fighting took place during the early 


part of this week than earlier accounts in- 

dicated. In the attack upon San Rafael ; 
the American forces were met with a heavy 
fire from a large number of rebels who were 

concealed in the jungle on ail sides./ It was 
only the adoption of the tactics followed 
in Indian fighting in the United States, 
every man for himseif, that saved the di- 
vision from great loss. General Lawton, as 
usual, was at the head of his tine with his 
staff. Scott's battery demolished a stone 
fronted trench at short range. 

The insurgent leaders Gregotio and Pio 
del Pilar, who had 800 men in Balinag, re- 
treated when General Lawton approached 
the town. Chief of Scouts Young, with 
eleven men, entering Balinag ahead of the 
army and rang the church bells to announce 
that they had possession of the city. 

General Lawton, when attacking in force 
outside of Balinag, saw women and chiidren 
in the rebel trenches and sent Captain Case 
in advance with a white flag to warn the 
insurgents to remove the non-combatants. 
When within 500 yards of the trenches two 
volleys were fired at Captain-Case’s party. 

Chief of Scouts Young, whose bravery at 
Balinag was most notable, served as an 
Indian scout under Major General O. QO. 
Howard in his campaign in the northwest 
in 1876. The work of Young's scouts was 4 
feature of the expedition. On Wednesday 
twenty-three of them encountered a body of 
00 Filipinos beyond Balinag and drove them 
until of the 10 rounds of ammunition which 
the scouts carried, they had only fifteen 
founds left. They were about to retire when 
Lieutenant Boyd with a troop of the Fourth 
cavalry came up with them and chased the 
enemy into San Miguel. 

There are 2,000 Spanish prisoriers in the 
hands of the Filipinos at San Miguel. They 
are served with 5cents’ worth of rice daily 
and are compelled to work hard on the rebel 
defenses. Several hundred of the Filinino 
wounded are at San Miguel.

NO APPREHENSION IS CAUSED. 


Assault on Ovenshine’s Line Causes 


No Fear in Washington. 

Washington, May 5.—The continued rebel 
demonstrations south of Manila are caus- 
Ing no apprehension to the war department

Hall are sai@ to be ample for every emerg- 
*ncy. Together they have about 4,600 men, 
besides two regiments of regulars who have 
just arrived at Manila and are available to 
re-enforce these brigades.

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DEMAND ON THE TRANSVAAL. 


President Kruger Told He Must Ob- 
serve the London Convention. 


London, May 5.—The Outlook in this 
week's issue publishes a special dispatch 


from its Cape Town correspondent in which | 


it is stated that the British secretary of 
state for the colonies, Mr. Joseph Chamber- 
lain, has dispatched a firmly worded de- 
mand upon the Transvaal republic that it 
must observe its obligations’ to the queen 
as the paramount power by securing peace 
and order within the republic. 

This demand, the dispatch says, ts sup- 
plementary to the demand for the can- 
cellation of the dynamite concession and is 
taken to mean that the British government 
deems that the time has come to invite 
Prastdent Kruger to observe the letter as 
well as the spirit of the London conven- 
tion. 

It is not stated how far the demand takes 
the form of an ultimatum or if a period is 
fixed within which redress of the gerlevances 
of the Witlanders shall be made. 


Kruger Doesn’t Comply. 

Cape Town, May 5.—The reply of Prest- 
dent Kruger, of the Transvaal republic, to 
the demand from the British secretary of 
State for the colonies, Mr. Joseph Cham- 
berlain, for the cancellation of the dynamite 
concession is published here today. 

President Kruger contends that the con- 
cession is bona fide and constitutes no 
breach of the London convention. The 
Transvaal), President Kruger insists, is en- 
titled to its opinion as to what is for the 
best interests of the republic. The amend- 
ment of the coneession as asked by the 
Beitish government will be a breach of faith 
with regard to other parties. 
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DE FREYCINET HAS RESIGNED. 


Loubet’s Minister of War Throws Up 
His Portfolio. 

Paris, May 5.—Charles Louis de, Freycinet, 
minister of war, it fs reported last nignt, 
has resigned in consequence of the recep- 
tion given to his explanation in the cham- 
ber of deputies toduy regarding the suspen- 
sion of the lectureg of M. Duruy, a profes- 
sor in the Ecole Polytechnique, after dis- 
turbances by his students 

The discussion was heated and M. de 
Freycinet was freely heckled. He explained 
that Professor PDuruy had written a pro- 
Dreyfus article, which had trritated the stu- 
dents, whereupon the principal of the 
school, in the interest of good order, had 
suspended the lectures. 

M. De Freycinet stated that he fully ap- 
proved the action of the principal. This an- 
nouncement was greeted with loud cries of 
disapproval. The minister of war exclaimed 
that inasmuch as it was impossible for 
him to speak, he would leave the tribune.

Across the Atlantic. 

London, May 5.—According to a state- 
ment made here to the correspondent of 
the Associated Press today by the secre- 
tary of the Wireless Telegraphy Company, 
the first attempt to transmit Atlantic mes- 
sages by the Marconi system wili he made 
Guring the contests fur the America’s cup. 

Stations wil) be established at Bandy 
Hook and elsewhere along the course laid 
out for the great yacht race, from which 
the entire contests will be visible. Mes- 
sages recording the progress of the races 
will be transmitted from these stations to 
a point on the Irish coast, in the neighbor- 
hood of Waterville. 

The secretary of the Wireless Teiegraphy 
Company added that Sir Thomas Lipton 
and the authorities of the United States 
and Great Britain had been notified of 
the project and that all had expressed 
themselves as being intensely interested. 


DOESN’T AFFECB UNITED STATES. 


New Agreement Between England and 
Russia Fully Explained. 


Lal 


Washington, May 5.—Offlcial assurances 
have been given to our government that 
the agreement reached between Great Brit- 
ain and Russia, as to spheres of influence 
in China, concerns only the two parties, 
and that in no manner does it affect the 
interests of the United States. 

The agreement does not amount to a 
seizure of the lands in China defined as 
being within either of the two spheres, 
and even should any territory be acquired 
in them by either of the parties to this 
agreement, the United States, it has been 
stated, will not be the subject of any dis- 
crimination in commercial or trade mat- 
ters. Such rights as are now possessed in 
treaty ports will continue to be enjoyed 
freely by the United States. 

In view of the fact that the recent agree- 
ment presented new and important features 
through the inclusion for the first time in 
the territory subject to it of cities that 
had long been treaty ports, this assurance 
is regarded here as of the greatest value.

Havana, May 5.—The banquet given last 
evening by members of the recently dis- 
solyed military assembly in honor of the 
aged Salvador Cisneros, Marquis de Santa 
Lucia, the first president of the second re- 
public of C:ivba, and of General Maya Rodri- 
guez was the occasion for an anti-American 
and anti-Gomez demonstration. General 
Manuel Sangullly, Colonel Juan Gualberto 
Gomez, a member of the assembly's execu- 
and other speakers de- 


tive committee, 


nounced General Gomez as a traitor to 
Cuba in having given aid to the interven- 
ing power, “los yankees,’"* who were re- 
ferred to in terms of dislike and suspicion. 

The only votee raised in protest against 
guch assertions among the hundred well- 
known Cubans who were present, incNiding 
the editors of most of the local 
printed in Spanish, was that of Senor Fidel 
Piena, editor of El Independente, who said 
that the Cubans would most speedily gain 
their independence by co-operating with 
the Americans, adding that the ‘‘purpose of 
the United States military authorities is to 
aid Cuba to prepare for self-government 
and to leave as soon as possible.” 

The local papers continue to fill their col- 
umns with stories of brigandage from 
every part of the island. Some imply that 
most of these reports are unreliable, others 
seem to adopt them by giving them special 
importance. In the latter class are La 
Discussion and La Lucha. In the former 
are El Reconcentrado, La Libertad, La 
Patria and all the Spanish organs. 

According to a dispatch from Cienfuegos, 
Senor Jicotea Perct, a Spaniard of high 
character and standing, disappeared on 
Sunday and today his corpse was found 
near the city terribly macheted, The crime 
is attributed by the authorities to the same 
band of outlaws that burned the cane on 
the Constancia plantation. Bandits in the 
Same district attacked the plantation Unit- 
dad, owned by Mr. Cullerach, and the plan- 
tation Angeles, owned by Senor Francisco 
Garcia; but they were finally repulsed by 
the rural guards, who killed two members 
of the band that have not been identified, 
and a third, who was recognized as Alfredo 
Rodriguez, a well-known brigand largely 
responsible for disturbances in Santa Clara. 

Governor General Brooke announces that 
Senor Federico Mora has accepted the post 
of supreme court fiscal, which was offered 
him yesterday, and which he had said he 
would be unable to accept unless upon his 
own conditions. No arra&gements have 
yet been made toward appointing his suc- 
cessor as civi] governor of Havana, but a 
decision on this point will possibly be 
reached tomorrow. 

Senor Domingo Mendez Capote, secretary 
of the government in General Brooke’s 
cabinet, will soon forward to General Rus- 
sell Alger, United States secretary of war, 
a report of the reforms needed in the prov- 
ince of Matanzas and of those already ef- 
fected there. The collector of customs at 
Matanzas proposes to construct a floating 
‘varehous&a and to receive goods direct from 
vessels. 

The Spanish minister of marine, Admiral 
Gomez Imaz, has cabled Captain Peral, 
head of the Spanish marine commission tin 
Charge of the Havana floating dock, an 
authorization to sell the structure at public 
auction on May 3lst.

SENDING RICE OVER TO CUBA. 


Antwerp Is Supplying the Trade on 
the Island. 


Washington, May 5.—Consu] General Lin- 
coln, at Antwerp, regards it as a fact worth 
reporting to the state department, that 
during the last quarter more than $86,000 
worth of rice from tbe east was exported 
from Antwerp to Cuban ports. He says it 
would seem, in case the southern states can- 


not supply rice to Cuba, that our mer- 
chants at least should have some hand in 
procuring the supply needed.

English Capital Is Now Seeking 
American Cotton Factories. 

New York, May 6.—It was authoritative- 
ly stated today that a syndicate of Eng- 
lish capitalists ig negotiating for the pur- 
chase of a number of cotton mills in and 
near Fall River. 3 

The English syndicate concerned is said 
to be the Cotton Spinners’ Fine Yarns As- 
sociation, which a year or so ago purchas- 
ed nearly all the smaller English con- 
cerns. it is at the present time néegotlat- 
ing for the purchase of some ten of the 
Fall River milis and is conducting an in- 
vestigation into their affairs through a 
New York accounting house. It is thought 
likely that the deal will go through. 

Another report is that the American 
Thread Company is attempting a consolida- 
tion of the cotton yarn mills of Fal) River. 
An official of the thread company is quoted 
as saying that if such a combination is 
formed it will be formed by the American 
Thread Company.

LAND WIRES ARE UNWORKABLE. 


Advices to Minister Merry Will Be 
Sent via New Orleans. 
Washington, May 6.—In answer to com- 
plaints by our government that its dispatch- 
es to and.from our agents, consular and 
naval, in Nicaragua are being intercepted 
and delayed, the state department has been 
informed that the trouble is that the land 
lines, forming an essential part of the ca- 
ble system, have been unworkable in Nica- 

Tagua, 

The department heretofore has been dis- 
rpaiching its orders and advices to and from 
Bluefields via Greytown by means of bhoais, 
but the service that way has also been 
found to be so slow and unreliable that the 
Plan has been adopted of communicating by 
steamer via New Orleans, which involves 
only a delay ot two or three cays. 

The state of affairs at Bluefields, accord- 
ing to the last reports to the state depart- 
ment, ts not beileved to be very critical. 
Mr. Merry, the Uni:ed States minister, has 
reached the place from Managua, the capi- 
tal. But he had not, at last accounts, re- 
ceived hi, Instructions to guide him .n deal- 
ing with the controversy between the Amer- 
ican merchants at Bivefields and the Nica- 
ruguan government. He has been advised 
by cable that these instructions are on ihe 
way, and he is waiting their arrival be- 
fore taking any further steps. 

Meanwh.le the government here is by no 
means clear as to the legal rights of the 
Leited States merchants at Bluefields to 
claim exemption from the repayment of the 
duties already paid to the insurgent leader, 
Reyes, and the whole subject is now before 
the attorney general. It is probable ques- 
tions of fact will determine the issue, the 
principal point being the attitude of the 
American merchants toward Reyes, wheth- 
er they were willing or unwilling contribu- 
tors to his tax gatherers.

A 
franchise amendment, fashioned after the 
North Carolina law, has bsen introduced 
into the house by Mr. Miller, of Marenrgvu. 
The qualifications presc.ibed in this bil! 
for a voter are in addition to those already 
imposed by the present constitution and are 
as follows: 

Section 3. Every person offering to 
vote shall be at the time a legally reg- 
istered voter as herein prescribed and 
in the manner hereinafter provided by 
law, and the general assembly of Ala- 
bama shall enact general registration 
laws to carry into effect the provisions 
of this article. ; 

Section 4, Every person pres2nting 
himself for registration shall be able 
to read and write any section of the 
constitution in the English languzge, and 
before he shall be entitled to vote have 
paid on or before the first day of March 
in which he proposes to vote, his poll 
taxes as prescribed by law for the pre- 
vious year. Poll taxes shall be a ‘jen 
only on assessed property, and no pro- 
cess shall issue to enforce the collec- 
tion of same except against assessed 
property. 

Section 5. No male person who was 
on January 1, 1867, or at any time prior 
thereto, entitled to vote under the laws 
of any state in the United States where- 
in he resided, and no lineal descendant 
of such person shall be disqualified by 
reason of his failure to possess the edu- 
cational qualifications provided in sec- 
tion 4 of this article; provided he shall 
have registered in accordance with the 
terms of this section prior to December 
1, 1908. The general assembly shall pro- 
vide a permanent record of all persons 

ho register under this section on or 
before November 1, 1908, and all such 
persons shall be entitled to register 
and vote at all elections by the people 
of this state, unless disqualified for 
other causes; provided, such persons 
shall fave paid thelr poll taxes as re- 
quired by law. 

The law further requires all elections by 
the people to be by ballot and allvelections 
by the legislature to be by viva .voce vote. 
All persons convicted of crime and all per- 
sons who deny the being of Almighty Goa 
are also debarred from voting under the 
terms of the proposed act. 

Various amendments to the amendment 
will be offered and from among them all 
it is believed a satisfactory electoral] qual- 
tfication can be established. 

Mr. Bulger introduced a bill into the 
house today proposing another amendment 
to the constitution by which the money 
derived from the taxes on property belong- 
ing to white persons should be applied to 
the education of white children and that 
from the taxes on property belonging to 
colored persons should be applied to the 
education of negro children.

Washington, May 5.—The postoffice depart- 
ment today made public the letter of Mr. 
Edward Atkinson, of Boston, on which the 
acuon of the department in seizing his pam- 
phiets was based. Many letters asking in- 
formation about the subject have reached 
here and today the following statement was 
Biven out by Postmaster General Emory 
Smith: 

“In view of the statement of Mr. Edward 
Atkinson that he sent his pamphlets to only 
Acmiral Dewey, General Otis, Prestdent 
sSchurman and three or four others, the let- 
ter of Mr. Atkinson containing his apilica- 
t-on will be of interest. It is as tollaws: 

‘*Boston, Mass., April 22, 1899—Té the 
Secretary of War, Washington.—Sir: I de- 
Sire to send a large number of the enclosed 
pamphiets on “the Cost of a National 
Crime,” ‘“‘The Hell of War and Its Penal- 
ties,’ “Criminal Aggression: By Whom 
Comm:tted?’’ to the officers and privates in 
the Philippine islands. | desire, therefore, 
to Know whether or not these documents 
can be sent directly through -he war de- 
partment or may be forwarded in due cuurse 
of mali. A list of regiments is desired and 
if there are printed lists of officers available 
they would serve me a very useful purpose. 

““EDWARD ATKINSON.’ 

“No answer was made to this letter ex- 
cept to send an official copy to the post- 
master general, who issued instructions to 
the postmaster at\San Francisco to hold 
the pamphlets. The Npirit and design of the 
paniphiets will be indicated by a few ex- 
tracts. 

‘In one of them Alr. Atkinson says: 

“"T wiil apper one question to each 
reader, ‘‘How™-Much increase of taxation 
are you willing to bear and how many of 
your neighbors’ sons are you ready to ‘gac- 
rilice by fever, malaria and general disease 
in order to extemd the sovereignty of the 
United States over the West Indies and the 
Philippine islands?’ 

“Again, after describing what he calls 
‘The Hell of War and Its Penalties.’ Mr. 
Atkinson says: 

* ‘Lest others should be entrapped into 
enlistment in the regular army or volunteee 
HeTVice in the tropics, it wiil only be fair 
and honest on the part of the recruiting 
oMicers to be put in possession of those 
acts.’ 

“Again Mr. Atkinson says: 

‘*"The way has already become plain for 
the youth of the land to avoid a scase in 
the tropics by refusing to volunteer or en- 
list in the army or the navy of the United 
States. 

"The way will be found for the volun- 
teers now held against their will to get 
their release from unlawful services in any 
other country than their own after peace

FLORIDA MAY HOLD CONVENTION 
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To Revise State Constitution—Legisla- 
tive Proceedings. 

Tallahassee, Fia., May 5.—(Special.)— 
Fierida seems on tha brink of a constitu- 
tional convention agitation. Resolutions 
submitting the matter to the people for 
decision were favorably reported in the 
legislature. The changes urged are the 
reconstruction of the judiciary system, re- 
vision of the. homestead exemption provis- 
lons and restrictions of suffrage.

APPOINTED TO INVESTIGATE CHARGES 


Defendant in the Investigation Re 
lates a Story—Court Proceedings. 
General News of Macon. 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., May 5.—(Special.)—There were tn 
Macon today trustees of the Georgia State 
sanitarium, en route home from Milledge- 
ville, where they had been to meet the 
special legislative committee appointed at 
the last session of the legislature to make 
a thorough investigation of the manage- 
ment of the sanitarilum and report at the 
next session of the legislature, which con- 
venes on the fourth Wednesday in Octuber 
of this year. The joint committee of the 
legislature consists of the following: Sena- 
tors Underwood and Rawlings, Represen- 
tatives Copeland, Park of Green and New- 
ton. The committee have finished their la- 
bors and adjourned, and will make their 
report at the next Session of the legisla- 
ture. It is not Known what the report 
will be. 

The Constitution correspondent was in- 
formed today thst the trustees gave the 
ccmmittee all the information in their pow- 
er as to the management of the institution, 
and that Chairman Dickson, of the board 
of trustees, made an exhaustive statement, 
and other trustees also made remarks con- 
cerning the general operations of the sani- 
tarium. Al) questions on the part of the 
committee were fully and promptly an- 
swered, and all books and papers were of- 
fered for inspection. It is believed that the 
committee were much pleased with the 
showing made. 

The Joseph Matter. 

The special committee made thorough in- 
quiry into the Joseph matter, for this was 
the principle cause of the legislature ap- 
pointing the special committee of investi- 


gation. The regular standing committee of 
the legislature on the Georgia State sani- 
tarium, which visited the institution last 


winter, in their report to the legislature on 
December &, 1898, unfavorably c riticised the 
action of Mr. A. Joseph, of Milledgeville, a 
trustee of the sanitarium, in contracting to 
sell goods to the sanitarium, ‘‘notwith- 
standing,’’ say the committee, ‘‘we find the 
following paragraph in the by-laws, rules 
and regulations adopted by the trustees of 
the Georgia State sanitarium at Milledge- 
ville, Ga., May, 1898, to be found on puge 
4, section 7: 

‘No trustee or any of the officers cre- 
ated by them shall be interested directly or 
indirectly in any contract or sale of any 
supplies to the institution.’ ”’ 

‘Lhe standing committee of the legislature 
decilured Mr, Joseph’s conduct “Improper 
and not calculated to subserve the best in- 
terests of ihe institution on the part 
the trusiee,”” and the committee recom- 
mended the appointment of a joint special 
committee of tnree from the house and two 
from the senate to make a thorough in- 
of the Management and repurt 
at the next sessicn of tne legislature.

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The discussion between the city and 
the railroads in regard to a new depot 
has culminated in a situation which 
leaves little room or hope that there 
will be any substantial agreement be- 
tween the two interests either now or in 
the near future. The probability is that 
the roads which control the present mud- 
shack will continue to land their pas- 
sengers in that dismal quagmire, no 
matter what action the rest of the roads 
take. They seem to like it; it no longer 
costs anything; and cheapness is said 
to be one form of comfort when the 
pocket is nervous. There the mudshack 
stands, a monument to everything that 
is cheap and nasty, and there we sup- 
pose it will continue to stand. 

But the discussion has renewed one 
suggestion that has been (as we may 
say) on Atlanta’s mind for many a long 
year. We refer, of course, to the sug- 
gestion of a viaduct over Whitehall 
and Peachtree streets, connecting Ala- 
bama with Marietta. This matter 
is of importance whether we have a new 
passenger station, or whether the pres- 
ent mudshack is allowed to stand until 
it tumbles down of its own weight. It 
was thought to be of very great import- 
ance several years ago, and the growth 
of the city’s population has made it more 
important than ever. 

From time to time in the years that 
have passed The Constitution has de- 
voted much space to the necessity of 
devising a plan which would insure the 
safety of the thousands of people and 
vehicles that find it necessary or conve- 
nient to cross Whitehall during each 
business day. There have been some 
very ghastly scenes at the Whitehall 


. crossing—strong men suddenly crushed 


and torn, young women mangled, and 
little children destroyed. 

These horrible events have been less 
frequent of late years, but it is only a 
question of time when there will be a 
renewal. It is the unexpected that hap- 
pens, and it stands to reason that what 
has happened before will happen again, 
especially when the increase of popula- 
tion gives to the movement of human- 
ity along Whitehall a more pressing 
and strenuous activity. 

The question of public safety is an im- 
portant one, of course, but it is not 
the sole reason why the erection of a 
viaduct from Alabama to Marietta 
Street would be a noteworthy improve- 
ment. The whole course of public prog- 
ress in the town demands it. Even na- 
ture seems to have arranged for it—so 
much so that a viaduct starting from 
Alabama and landing at the junction 
of Marietta and Decatur would present 
no difficulties of grade. Not only has 
nature arranged or it, but the owners 
of property on both sides of the railroad 
crossing seem to have had an instinctive 
feeling that the progress of the city 
would inevitably call for such an im- 
provement in the near future. 

As a proof of this, they have erected 
no buildings along the route of the via- 
duct that can, in the modern view. be 
looked upon as permanent. With one or 
two execptions ail the buildings from 
Alabama street to Marietta are of a 
character that represents the doubtful 

period just after the war. Whether a 
Viaduct is brilt or not, the owners of 
this property will not find it profitable 
to retain it in its present s»ane. The 
ground is a great 
than the buildings that have heen 
placed on it. They are relics of a form- 
er pericd of prosperity, and bear no re- 
lation to the recent progress of the c'tv. 

In short, the building of a viaduet 
would simply hasten an improvement 
which force of circumstances will com- 
pel the property owners to m2ke sooner 
or later in any event. The question of 
damages does not enter into the matter 
at all. The property would not be dam- 
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aged, but immensely improved. There 
was talk of damages when the building 
of the Forsyth street bridge Was pro- 
posed. In spite of this, the property 
owners affected would now demand 
damages if the city were to decide to 
abandon the Forsyth street structure 
and tear it away. They would not only 
demand damages, but would be entitied 
to them. This means, of course, that 
their property has been vastly im- 
proved by the structure; and, a8 a mal- 
ter of fact, the bridge has given to the 
property with which it comes in con- 
tact an availability which it did not pos- 
sesa before, and which no other im- 
provement could have given it. 

These facts are so commonplace and 
are so Well understood that our readers 
may wonder why we refer to them. Our 
motive is simply to insist on this fun- 
damental maxim of municipal progress

| mature benefits all property, not only 
that which it touches, but property that 
is remote. 

For some reason known to themselves 
the people of the city have chosen the 
lower part of Peachtree, and Whitehall 
from Mitchell to the railroad crossing, 
as their main thoroughfare. This has 
become so apparent to the merchants in 
the course of time that, in deference 
to this tendency, they have so arranged 
their business that the majority of the re- 
tail stores have ranged themselves along 
this route of municipal travel. This is 
where the most of the retail shopping 
of Atlanta is done, even under the dis- 
advantages presented by the railroad 
crossing, and this is where all of it would 
be done if travel were lifted above the 
contingencies of accident by a viaduct 
connecting Alabama with Marietta.

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An Important Decision. 


The decision of a New York court 
that the entire surplus in insurance com- 
panies belongs to the present policy 
holders and not to the stockholders is 
creating considerable discussion among 
those who insvre. 

The case in point was brought by a 
policy holder against the Equitable for 
a division of the undivided surplus. The 
pairteular surplus in voint was one of 
#6,000,000, which is carried over from 
year to year, as a reserve avainst fluc- 
tuations in business. The court held 
that the policy holders of the society 
were entitled to share in the entire sur- 
nlus of the corporation, instead of only 
portion as the directors should 
permit, as heretofore. The immediate

Coming Down to Solid Facts. 

Amid the delirium which seems [to 
have seized upon certain censors of the 
public morals, who live in the midst 
of “pure surroundings,” an occasional 
gleam of light finds its way. 

Such a revelation was made in & 
Philadelphia church a few nights ago, 
when Rev. George D. Baker undertook 
to enlighten his people upon the color- 
ed problem. ‘Ihe speaker very jusuy 
protested against its being called a 
southern problem, since the n@gfo was 
brought here against his will, and the 
first colony in America to legalize the 
slave trade and slavery by legislative 
enactment, and to send out a slave ship, 
was Massachusetts. Bad as have been 
the conditions in the south, Mr. Baker 
went on to show that the north had {ts 
negro problem. Said he: 

Tn cur own state, where the negroes form 
Only 2 per cent of the popniation. they fur- 
nish 16 per cent of the male prisoners. and 
s4 per cent of the female criminals. In Chi- 
cago, while they form only 1% per cent of 
the population, they furnish 19 per cent of 
the arrests. The negro population. const{- 
tuting about 11 per cent of the entire pop- 
ulation of the nation, furnishes 37 per cent 
of all its murderers, and 66 per cent of tts 
female homicides, and here {1s 
most appalling. 

The rising generation of negroes far out- 
Strip in crime the generation that is passing 
off the stage. Two-thirds of the homicides 
are negroes under twenty years of are. 
Now, as a defense against this carnival of 
crime, lynching has been resorted to, to a 
surprising extent. 

Between 1886 and 1895 there were 1.#55 
lIynchings, against 1.040 legal executions. 
Most of these lynchings were in the south— 
about 80 per cent, and undoubtedly this has 
been due to the peculiarly exasperating 
crimes against women committed by ne- 
groes in the south. It would seem that this 
extent of crime among the negroes, espe- 
Clally in the matter of murder and criminal 
assault, has largely increased since the 
abolition of slavery. 

This terrible arraignment of the mor- 
als of the colored race, artsing trom 
conditions in states where he is so large- 
ly favored on lines not recognized in 
the south, shows that students of pass- 
ing events even in the north are begin- 
ning to recognize the fact that there is 
a problem on hand, which is as local to 
them ag it is to the south. They have 
as yet but seen the negro on his good 
behavior. When they get more of them, 
and their penal lists begin to swell, they 
Will begin to ask themselves that aues- 
tion made famous by Hon. ‘Tom Wat- 
son, Of Georga: ‘‘Where are we at?” 

This affords The Constitution an op- 
portunity to say that shocking as have 
been some punishments meted out to 
violators in the south, the essentially 
barbarous features connected with them 
are ho more to be charged upon “the 
people’ of the south, than is the crime 
of the wretch to be charged against the 
whole race to which he may belong. In 
New York city a negro was burned to 
death simply because of the color of his 
Skin, in 1863, and a house ful] of color- 
ed orphans were burned out of home. 
In 1898 a half dozen negroes were shot 
to death in Illinois because they. being 
black, had dared to ask for work. Thus 
the northern spirit, so far as its law- 
breakers are concerned. in relation to 
colored people, has simply changed from 
cremation of negroes by rioters in 1863 
to the assassination of negroes for ask- 
ing for work in 1898 the act*meeting 
with the approbation of the governor of 
Illinois. Suppese we were to e¢all this 
“northern barbarity,” and to proceed 
thereupon to read long lectures on civili- 
zation to the people of New York and of 
Illinois, would it not be the just fate of 
people who live in glass houses? 
Here It Is Again. 

Why Georgia is poor, and why our 
farmers are making no money, is a 
Subject which has been elaborately 
handled by The Constitutfon, with 
the view of bringing about a change in 
conditions. 

When 1899 was ushered in, The Con- 
stitution painted a true picture of our 
people as they faced another seagon of 
agricultural ‘labor.

As to “Socialism.”’ 

The corporate interests appear to 
be taking alarm at the general disposi- 
tl0n of the peopie -in ail paris of (the 
couniry to lake possession of and operate 
for the common benefit the various 
public utilities that have fallen unaer 
the control of private corporations, such 
as gas, electric and water supplies, and 
street railways. That the tendency is 
widespread is shown by recent move- 
ments in Boston, Chicago, Detroit and 
Toledo, not to mention the important 
fact that the New York legislature has 
been compelled by public sentiment in 
that state to pass a law taxing the fran- 
chises of ecrporations. 

This alarm ig but natural, and it is 
natural, too, that we should hear so‘!emn 
remarks about “vested rights,” but it is 
absolutely astonishing that we shoula 
find an agent of the corporations remark- 
ing that this apparent purpose on the 
part of the people to mamage and con- 
trol, if not own, their own public utili- 
ties, is “the first tangible movement in 
the direction of socialism.” This ludi- 
crous statement is credited to a lawyer 
named Kent, who hag been employed to 
institute proceedings against the Pin- 
gree commission. 

The very first tangible step toward 
socialism in this country was when the 
people conceived the idea that they were 
capable conjointly of managing their 
own affairs by the selection of their own 
rulers and the framing of their own 
laws. Every subsequent step in the 
interest of the people has been social- 
istic. Especially was this the case 


the handling and transmission of the 
mails. The sole question that stands 
between governmental ownership and 
management of all public utilities and 
of alf semi-public concerns is this: 
“Would it be to the advantage of the 
people?” Test it by what rule you will, 
the question is a socialistic one. But 
there is a great difference between the 
practical socialism of America and the 
theoretical socialism invented by the 
sensitive victims of European tyranny. 

That sort of socialism is to be found 
in the trusts and monopolies, in the 
combinations of capital effected ostensi- 
blv to cheapen the cost of production 
but really to drive out competition. Mr. 
Kent, the complainant, is the agent of 
this species of socialism, which is a 
menace to society becausa it tends to 
close all the avenues which individual 
enterprise and energy have heretofore 
found profitable. 

If we can meet this sort of socialism 
and vanquish it with the American va- 
riety, it will be a great victory for the 
people. 

Get to Work. 

Occasionally we read items from dif- 
ferent parts of the south which indicate 
that the hum of industry wills yet be- 
come general, and that the man with 
nothing to do will be esteemed a suspi- 
cious character. 

The current issue of The Charlotte 
Observer prints a news letter from 
Mount Holly, N. C., which bristles all 
over with thrilling sensations. Among 
the Improvements of one year are no- 
ticed fine residences, the establishment 
of a large steam brick plant, which is 
now filling a million rush order for St. 
Marv’'s college: also the large roller mill 
of Mr. A. P. Lentz. The Mount Holly 
cotton milis, owned by that veteran and 
pioneer of the cotton mill industry, Cap- 
tain A. P. Rhyne, run day and night; 
also his Albion cotton mills and Stanley 
Creek mills, all run day and night, so 
great is the rush for their yarns, and 
they have recently received large orders 
from California. The dispatch goes on 
to say: 

The Tuckaseege cotton mills, under the 
ab'e management of Mr. A. Lineberger, an 
experienced cotton mill manufacturer, has 
been s successful that the stockholders 
have decided and will soon announce the 
erection of a large addition to the present 
mill, and will put in 10,000 spindles and 100 
looms. And there is the Mims cotton mills, 
away behind in their orders, and have ta 
run day and night, and have received large 
orders from China. Mr, Egbert Hutchison, 
the manager and proprietor, has recently 
built a ecommodious brick store and fine 
office. 

The Spencer Mountain cotton mills, run 
and managed by Messrs. Rankin & Line- 
berger, will soon commence the building of 
another cotton mill close by their present 
mill, and when completed the two villages 
will be known as ‘“‘Miliville,"’ and the old 
name will be adopted. They will put in 10,- 
000 spindles and 100 looms. 

The loeation and building of the steel 
bridge which is to span the Catawba river 
at Mount Holly is assured as the town has 
donated $3,000, and in addition will macada- 
mize the road from Mount Holly to Gas- 
tonia and Stanley creek, and that with its 
being the most direct route from Chariotte 
to the two latter places, there is not the 
least doubt that it wil] be surely buiit at 
Mount Holly.

‘‘Ben Perley Poore,” said a Georgia news 
paper mar, “got his first newspaper eX- 
His father sent him 
from Massachusetts to Georgia to ‘grow 
up with the country,’ and he settled in 
Athens, buying the old Southern Whig, one 
of the most substantial papers in the state 
at that time. At first Poore was admitted 
into the most exclusive society of that aris- 
tocratic place, and being a man of refine- 
ment and education, he soon became popu- 
lar. He was getting along swimmingly 
until he began to ventilate his abolition 
ideas both in his every day conversation 
and through his paper. Worst of all, he 
began to mix and mingle with negroes. even 
going so far as to entertain them at his 
home. This was too much, and I speak 


the truth when I say that Poore came 


near playing the star part in a tar and 
feathers entertainment. To be brief, he 
decided that the climate did not agree with 
him, and he drifted northward. In a great 
many ways this pecullarly gifted man had 
strange ideas. He once rolled a man from 
Newburyport to Boston in a wheelbarrow 
in payment of a wager he had made on 
Fillmore’s election. He made a good li- 
brarian of congress and did some clever 
work as a newspaper correspondent. I 
am satisfied Poore realized the grave mis- 
take he had made while in Georgia, for it 
is my understanding that he never permit- 
ted himself to talk about his brief stay 
there.”’

Seems That Action of Last Thursday Was Taken Under a Mis- 
apprehension on Part of Councilmen, 


THE CITY OFFICIALS EXPLAIN 


Say They Did Not Know a Committee 
Was at the Meeting, 


MEMBERS OF THE COMMISSION TALK 


They Seem To Think the Viaduct Is 
the Only Solution of the Prob- 
lem—The Next Move Must 
Now Be Made by the 
City. 


A strong sentiment has developed in city 
gouncil in favor of retracing its steps and 
again station 
problem. 

The people want a new union passenger 
station, and everyone who read yesterday's

Constitution was of the opinion that the 
railroads had been relieved by council of 
making any new move in the matter, 

That council acted under a misapprehen- 
gion when it adjourned so soon after the 
meeting was called to order, there seems 
to be no doubt. 

Few if 
were aware that a committee representing 
the railroads was in the council chamber 


any of the councilmen present 


prepared to state the proposition of the 
roads when called on to do so, 

With one or two exceptions, council was 
in favor of hearing from the roads, and 
prominent councilmen say they would have 
insisted on a hearing had the presence of 
the committee been known to them. 

It is now the city’s time to act, because 
it is certain that neither the roads nor the 
state railroad commission will act until 
the city makes some reply to the proposi- 
tion outlined by Major Thomas to Mayor 
Woodward and City Attorney Anderson, at 
Tuesday's meeting. 

Chairman Trammell, of the commission, 
gave The Constitution a comprehensive in- 
terview yesterday on the subject. He stat- 
ed that the plan outlined by the roads was 


action at Thursday's council meeting, re- 
marked that he presumed that the mayor 
and the city attorney would naturally feel 
hurt at the council's action. The commis- 
sioner was thinking of the request which 
the city attorney and mayor made to the 
commission for time to confer with coun- 
cil for the purpose of getting further in- 
structions, 

The commission granted further time, and 
when the city’s representatives left the 
commission's office it was the understand- 
ing of the roads, the commissioners and the 
Spectators that the mayor and city at- 
torney were going back to council and 
announce that the railroads had proposed 
to build a $500,000 passenger station from 
Loyd to Whitehall streets, provided the 
city would put a viaduct over Whitehall 
street, 

The state’s. legislative commission had 
already intimated that they would favor 
the closing of the Pryor street crossing to 
vehicles, placing a subway under the tracks 
for pedestrians. 

Major J. W. Thomas had stated that he 
believed the roads would certainly co- 
operate if the city would bridge Whitehall. 
Major Thomas is a gentleman of the strict- 
€st integrity, and he has never been ac- 
cused of going back on his word, and all 
who know him decided in their own minds 
that the depot problem was in better shape 
than it had ever been before. 

The plan to elevate the tracks had been 
rejected by the roads and the commission 
was not favorable to it. Vice President 
Egan, of the Central, remarked that the 
city would find elev tracks to be a nui- 
sance and would illing to tear them 
down at its own expense in less than six 
months. The noise and the smoke would 
depreciate property for a block on cither 
side of the tracks. 

Barbour Thompsen, one cf the railroad 
committee which attended Thursday’s meet- 
ing of council, has been at every conference 
between the roads and the city since the 
depot question was taken up. Carroll 
Payne, the other member, has attended 
every meeting before the railroad commis- 
gion. These gentlemen state that they went 
ty the council meeting expecting to be calicd 
on for information, They could not volun- 
teer any statement until invited by council 
after a suspension of rules. No suggestioa 
Was made to suspend the rules, 

They thought the mayor or the city attor- 
ney would tell council what had occurred 
at the hearing before the railroad commis- 
sion, state that the city’s representatives 
had requested a postponement to conier 
with council and call on the roads for some 


details. 

Instead of that, however, they say they 
were not called on. Some one inquired if 
there was a proposition in writing, and 
there being none, Ccuncilman Thomgon, of 
the fourth ward, declared that he Was will- 
ing to let the matter take its course, and 
moved an adjournment. 

The commissioners intimated yesterday 
that there would be no “‘course’”’ unless the 
city took some action on the Thomas plans. 

Judge Anderson, the city attorney, said 
yesterday that he thought it likely council 
would take up the subject at its next regu- 
lar meeting. Whether the roads will be 
invited to have representatives at that 
meeting is yet to be determined. As the 
case stands, the roads are not disposed to 
send a committee to the meeting unless 
they are invited to do so. 

A state official, speaking of council's ac- 
tion, said that a splendid opportunity was. 
presented at Thursday’s meeting for a ten 
strike had some member made a snappy 
fight against adjournment and insisied upon 
ccnsideration then and there of the Thom- 
as plans, which must have been known in 
a general way to all the members. 

“Some of the property owners on Pryor 
and Whitehall streets are going to kick,” 
he said, ‘‘but in tw) years after the station 
is built, if it is built on the proposed site, 
every property owner on Whitehall, Pryor 
and Loyd streets will be giad of it. It will 
be the making of those streets. If anybody 
has ground to protest, it is the property 
owner on Broad street, hecause a great part 


the best one yet submitted for the city, state 
and roads, and he intimated that nothing 
short of that would be accepted by the 
board, and the board has the authority to 
confirm or reject station plans. 

Judge Spencer Atkinson stands with Colo- 
nel Trammell. Judge Atkinson expressed 
his approval of the Thomas plans at the 
meeting on Tuesday, and remarked then 
that the city would have to meet this 
problem some day and that the present is 
the best time. 

Commissioner Crenshaw has never been 
committed to the old 
that he believed Atlanta would outgrow in 
a few years any station which could be 
erected on the ground, At the same time, 
if the city, 
agree, he will be perfectly satisfied. 

Unless council does take hold of this 
question again and act on it, one way or 
the other, the railroad commission surely 
will not undertake to force the roads to 
build separate stations. The petition for a 
new staTion was presented to the commis- 
sion by the city council. The commission- 
érs consider the Thomas plans the best 
solution yet offered and the best that can 
be offered. If the city council will not 
even consider those plans, the commis- 
sion will not consider the city’s petition for 
@ new station.

Chairman Trammell, of the state railroad 
commission, was seen in his office at the 
capitol and asked for an expression of his 
Opinion in reference to the failure of the

“I know nothing whatever about the 
matter,”’ Chairman Trammell replied, 
“except what I read in the papers.’’ The 
Chairman continued: | 
“Undoubtedly there must have been 


Some misunderstanding, or else the mat- 
ter has been incorrectly reported, for I 
cannot think that after months of delay 
and negotiation the city authorities 
would so lightly cast aside the only 
practical plan for the solution of this 
much vexed depot problem which has 
been offered, and that, too, just at a 
time when everything seemed to prom- 
lse,a splendid union depot at no very 
distant date, bearing in mind the vast 
amount of work involved.’’ 

“So you think that the proposition to 
have the state close Pryor street and 
the roads to construct a sub-way under 
it, while the city should build a bridge 


over Whitehall and Peachtree streets, 
would be a satisfactory solution?’ was 
asked. 

“Unquestionably so. In fact, in my ) 


Opinion it is the only solution, and the 
broposition ts certainly reasonable and 
fair. When this depot matter first came 
up, in an interview published in one of 
the papers I advocated this plan—ex- 
tending a depot from Loyd to Whitehall 
and letting all north and eastbound 
trains stand in the eastern end, while 
all other trains would pull out from the 
western end. But the reads asked time 
and the city consented, and I have stood 
ready to give all the assistance I could 
toward a solution on any plan that 
would be satisfactory to the parties and 
protect the interest of the state. 

“The last proposition made by the 
roads is by all means the best yet offer- 
ed, for at one stroke it would give At- 
lanta a magnificent union passenger de- 
Pot and forever deliver the city from the 


abominable grade crossings at Loyd, 
Pryor and Whitehall. That alone 
would be worth many times over the 
cost of bridging the railroad. As I 


understand it, the only thing asked of 
the city is the erection of this bridge, 
and I cannot believe that when the mat- 
ter is seriously considered by the city 
authorities that they will hesitate to 
accept what appears to be the only solu- 
tion of these problems. 

“I do not know but that this grade 
crossing problem is the more serious of 
the two. It cramps and burdens and 
harasses the city to a grievous degree, 
and will grow worse day after day. I 
venture the assertion that no city of its 
size in the country hag such an obstacle 
to its progress. A great and progressive 
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City has sprung up with this cramped 
and primitive system of terminals and 
crossings in its center and Atlanta can 
never hold herself out to the world as a 
first-class, modern eity until this defect 
has been remedied. 

“The commission has given al] the as- 
Sistance it could from the beginning of 
this case, and now that the whole mat- 
ter has taken shape and narrowed down 
to where the city can get what it asked 
for and do away with all its troublesome 
crossings besides, merely by spending 
enough money to do what ought to be 
done any way, I think it ought not and 
believe that it will not let the oppor- 
tunity pass by. 

“Atlanta is a broad, big, enterprising 
town, and it ought to take hold of this 
subject in a broad, far-sighted manner. 
It will not damage any property on 
Peachtree or Whitehall to build a bridge 
across the tracks, but will immensely 
increase its value. It will insure to 
those streets the permanent advantage 
of being the great highway of the city 
from north to south, and consequently 
property along those streets wil] be per- 
manently increased in value. Even if it 
should cause a little damage to some 
property owners in that vicinity, it can- 
not be supposed for a moment that a 
broad-gauged, progressive city would 
hang back like a poverty-stricken cross- 
roads village and allow its progress to 
be retarded merely for want of enough 
nerve and enterprise to take hold of the 
Matter in a business way.”’ 

“What is the status of the matter 
With the commission?’ was askea. 

“The commission at the last meeting 
when this proposition was made sus- 
pended the matter until such time as 
the city and the roads might get their 
differences settled or fail to agree and 
report the facts to the commission, when 
a meeting will be called.” 

“As a matter of fact, what 
think will be the outcome?’”’ 
“Oh, of course no one Knows, As I said, 
however, I think that this is the only 
practical, and satisfactory solution of 
the matter. I do not think that a depot 
can be built anywhere else that will give 
satisfaction, and I do not see how it can 
be built on the present site on any other 
pian. I think the proposition entirely 
fair, and'1l am satisfied that Atlanta 
needs and wants a depot badly enough 
to reach out and get it when she has the 
opportunity. 

‘‘However, I want it distinctly undag- 
stood that I am not speaking officially 
or giving my opinion finally; nor do J 
wish in any manner to Interfere with 
the negotiations between the city and 
the roads. That is a matter for them 
alone to attend to, for which purpose 
the commission suspended action. I, 
along with the other members of ‘the 
board, stand ready and willing to lend

all proper assistance toward the satis- 


factory settlement of this vexed problem 
upon thie, or upon any other better plan 
if such can be devised.”’

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BOARD TO STAMP OUT DISEASE. 


Physicians of the City Notified of the 
the Amended Section Bearing on 
Contagious Diseases. 


In future the board of health will make 
a special effort to prevent the possib.e 
spread of contagious or infectious diseases 
by requiring notice at once from all parties 
having knowledge of the existence of such 
diseases. 

With this end in view postal cards have 
been mailed to every physician in the city 
Cailing attention to the amended section 
bearing on this subject. 

The board anticipates no likelihood of.a 
spread of disease, as the city at present is 
in a remarkably heaithy state. The action 
is merely a precautionary measure. 

The amended section reads as follows: 

‘It shali !ikewise be the duty of the at- 
tending physician to give immediate notice 
to the board of health office of any con- 
tagious or infec:ious disease of any cnarac- 
ter, such as sina.lpox, cnolera, diphtheria, 
membranous croup, measies, typhoid fever, 
typhus fever, scariet fever, yellow fever, 
ald such otner diseuses as may ve declared, 
by said board of health, to be contagious 
or infectious, which may come under the 
protessional eare of such physician; and it 
shal] also be the duty of attending physi- 
Cian to report to the board of hea.th office 
when such patients are free trom contagion 
and house ready for disinfecting and fum!- 
gating; and any physician who shall fail 
or negiect to report as aforesaid, and such 
cases of disease that come under his pro- 
fessignal care, as aforesaid, shatl be pun- 
ished, on conviction thereof in the re- 
corder’s court, by fine not to exceed $100 
and cost, or imprisonment not to exceed 
thirty days, either or both in the discretion 
of the court. 

“Re it further ordained, That no family 
shail move away from any dwelling place 
while a warning card is displayed thereon 
without permission from the board of 
health. and that any person violating the 
provisions of this ordinance sha}l, upon 
conviction, be fined not more than 00 and 
cost, or be imprisoned not exceeding thirty 
days, either or both in the discretion of the 
court.’’

General Boynton is one of the best 
known men In the nation. As a soldier, 


journalist and pol.tician, he has occupied a 
very prominent place in the eyes of the 
country. His newspaper work has been no 
less brilliant than his public service. Ie 
belongs to the newspaper fraternity both 
by reason of his personal affiliations and 
by consanguinity. His brother, C. A. Boyn- 
ton, is the Washington head of the Asso- 
ciated Press. The general is, in addition, 
the president of the famous Gridiron Club, 
of Washington, an institution before which 
princes must bow to the sting of ridicule, 
and even the president of the United States 
is put upon the fire without regard to 
party pledges or fancy notions of political 
science. 

Here gathers the wit, brain and leader- 
ship of the wholo world. Its burtesques on 
current events spare no one, and are made 
with no regard to party lines. 

General Boynton is personally a most 
kindly gentleman. He is rather small of 
stature, wiry in his movements, full of 
energy as can be, and his bright eyes seem 
twinkle with good nature all of the 
time. He is quick to see a point, quicker to 
express his views of it, and charitavle 
toward th2 object of his expression. 

Speaking to a reporter for The Constitu- 
tion yesterday, the general said: 

“We are on our way to Vicksburg to see 
the new park that is to be under govern- 
mental care at that place. The government 
certainly ought to take care of all the 
battle fields, both in the west and in the 
south. They mark history. 

“Today we have been out to see the bat- 
tle field of Peachtree creek. I was particu- 
larly interested in the trip, because my 
regiment was in the battle, although I was 
rot with it. Tomorrow we go to McPher- 
son’s monument. 

“T was especially 


to 


impresse@ with the 
beauty of Atlanta. We drove out Peach- 
tree street, and I tell you this is a fine 
city. Then from the top of the Equitable 
building we got an excellent view of the 
city. | 

At Birmingham, we meet General A. FP, 
Stewart, who goes with us to Vicksburg.” 

Asked about the reported defense of 
Secretary Alger in his Chickamauga speech 
on the day before, he replied: 

“Well, you saw the speech. They put in 
the headlines about beef. I am of the 
opinion that it is wrong to bring the 
charges against Secretary Alger as they 
have been brought. Even granting that 
the story told of the beef is true, the way 
to get at it should have been through a 
competent official examination into the 
facts. that would place the blame where it 
belonged. I think the secretary has been 
given very outrageous treatment. 

“The country seems to be arrayed against 
him, and now is the time for his friends to 
say something in his behalf if they ever 
intend to say it. 

“Another vew point of the beef charges is 
that they are calculated to give a bad im- 
pression of our soldiers. It has a tendency 
to bring up the question whether or not we 
have soldiers who can stand campaigning. 
I think from this view, it is rather a fling 
at them.”’ 

Speakng of the Georgia monument at 
Chickamauga, the general said: 

“Georgia certainly has an imposing shaft. 
It is the finest that has been erected by 
any state as yet. Kentucky has a very 
artistic one, but it is not so imposing as 
that of Georgia. The monument stands 
on a slope, to the left of the Poe field, and 
it is indeed handsome. 

“The ceremonies of unveiling were very 
pretty. The crowd was good, the weather 
perfect, and the speeches well fitted to the 
occasion,”’

friends in the’ city. He was much noticed 
as he appeared in the lobby of the hotel. 


Colonel W. H. Carter, who is with Gen- 
eral Boynton, comes as a matter of pleas- 
ure.
